The deputy says 
that the dead at Messina will be counted by the tens of thousands.

of Reggio is placed at about fifty thousand persons by the best authorities.

Catania, Sicily, Dec. 29.—Mount Etna is this morning showing consid- 


erable activity and the detonation's, which can be plainly heard in this 
city, together with the volume of smoke rolling out of the crater, have 
added to. the panic of tho people. 


According to the director of the local observatory this activity Is 


directly connected with the earthquakes of yesterday which wrought such 
havoc in Calabria and Sicily, but a great eruption is not expected. 
Such 


phenomenen, seldom accompany violent seismic disturbances.

Rome, Dec. 29.—A special dispatch received here from Palermo, Sici- 


ly, says that the dead-at Messina as a result of the earthquake and tidal 
wave of yesterday are estimated at 12,000. Scores still are alive beneath, 
the ruins of the city. Owing to the inadequacy of.the means of rescue 
at hand, it. will be impossible to reach these people and bring them out 
alive. Other dispatches received here place the dead at Messina at even 
more appalling figures.

came to complete the work of destruc- 
tion. Flames broke out in the devas- 
tated cities and countless numbers of 
wounded men, women and children 
were burned to death. 


Any adequate estimate of the total 


casualties is as yet quite impossible, 
but the Rome Tribuna places the 
number at between sixty and seventy 
thousand. 


The horror and destructiveness of

Rome, Dec. 29.— The disaster in the 


province of Calabria and die Island 
of Sicily has today assumed stagger- 
ing proportions. Bach successive re- 
port received from the stricken region 
makes it more apparent that the sto-

were liu j. if any, exaggerated. Mes- 
sina alone reports 12,000 victims, but 
it Is 'feared that this is only a partial 
list of the dead and wounded.

ports are coming in from other towns 
giving estimates of dead therein from 
five hundred up to several thousands. 


Reggio still remains in- its tragic 


isolation. It is impossible to get word 
from the stricken city and the silence 
gives rise to the most fearful appre- 
hensions.

Troop* began to pour into Messina 


list night, and this morning a number 
of steamers arrived from the penln- 
sul» with soldiers on board. Patrols 
were at ones organized and 
efforts 


m»de to bring some order into the sit- 
uation. Bands of citizens were formed 
and helped heroically in the work of 
rescue. 


Courage of th* Rescuer*. 


Many courageous acts were perform- 


ed by soldiers and citizens alike, and 
in some cues the rescuers themselves 
lost their livet in trying to help oth- 
ers. Toward morning several of the 
worst fires and had been extinguished, 
the looting waa under partial control 
and comparative order had been es- 
tablished. Everything possible is be- 
ing done to succor the wounded, but 
the relief measures are still utterly 
Inadequate, owing to the immensity of 
the disaster. 


The finest palaces, churches and the- 


aten of Messina are heaps of ruins. 
Countless dead bodies are scattered 
through the •wreckage, and their de- 
composition will doubtless bring pesti- 
lence to add to the horrors of the sit- 
uation. 


Devastation Complete. 


The devastation over the entire dis- 


trict "wag more or less complete. No 
part of the province of Reggio de 
Calaftrla escaped. The disturbance 
wa« most aevero along the shores of 
the itraits of Messina, where the cities 
ot Meselna and Reggio aro situated. 
In more than one town tho shocks 
ctuied ft* meters to explode and. dls- 
titront flr«i resulted. The 
flames 


helped greatly to swell the death list. 


The configuration of tho straits of 


Messina has been materially altered. 
The tidal wave that completed tho do- 
itmctlTft work ot the earthquake was 
tWrty<wo feet high. 


Wlrelem telegraphy has been of tho 


greatest assistance In getting In re- 
ports from the devastated regions and 
In helping the authorities to realize 
th« extent of the disaster and to send 
herp to the places where It was most 
urgently needed. 


Battleships Speed to Messina. 


'A flying squadron of the 
Italian 


navy, composed of the three best bat- 
Jtertiips, had left for a cruise on the 
Atlantic before the first news of the 
disaster came to hand. Through the 
medium of the wireless telegraphy It 
was possible to reach these vessels 
and order them to proceed 
at 
full 


speed to Messina. 


A British squadron that was at Syr- 


acuse has left for Messina taking doc- 
tors and supplies of medicines, etc., 
for the succor of the wounded. There 
are also several Russian ships at Syra- 
cuse.

• ..ft Is-reported from Catania-that the 
bishop of Mesalna, Is burled under the 
ruins of Ms residence. Signor Fulci, 
a member of the chamber of deputies 
from Mesalna, together with the mem- 
bers of his family, also Is reported 
dead. The Pulcl family was one of 
the most prominent In Catania.

The tidal wave sank

to escape alive. My brothers and sis-! 
ters were with me and In a frenzy of 
terror we groped our way through the 
streets, holding our own against the 
panic stricken 
people, clamberiag 


over piles of ruins, until we finally 
reached a place of comparative safe- 
ty. But this was not done before 1 
was struck down and badly injured 
by a piece of furniture that fell out of 
the upj>er story of a house. 


"All along the road we were jostled 


by scores of fleeing'people, half clad 
like ourselves. 
The houses seemed 


to be crashing to the ground in what- 
ever direction we turned. 


Sea Poured Into the Town. 


"Suddenly the sea began to pour In- 


to the town. It seemed to me that 
this must mean the end of everything, 
tho on-coming waters rolled In a huge 
wave, accompanied by a terrifying 
roar. 


"The sky was aglow with the re- 


flection of burning palaces and other 
buildings and as if this was not 
enough, there suddenly shot up Into 
the sky a huge burst ot flame, fol- 
lowed by a crash that seemed to 
shake the whole town. This probably 
was the gas works blowing up. 


"Eventually we reached the princi- 


pal square ot Messina. 
Hero we 


found two or three thousand utterly 
terrified people assembled. 
None of 


us knew what to do. We waited in 
an agony of fear. 
Men and women 


prayed, groaned nnd shrieked. I saw 
one of the big buildings fronting on 
tho square collapse. 
It seemed to 


me that scores of persons were buried 
beneath tho ruius. Then I lost con- 
sciousness, and I remember no more."

nent over the probability of a condi- 
ion arising to call for United States 
roops to up-hold the power of the 
Jnited States courts.

uimed that tbe local authorities will 
le able to suppress disorder and that 
by the liberal use of United States 
marshals in conjunction with state 
roops, the orders ot the court will be 
executed. 


Should it be found. Jflxpossible to do 


.his, either from the Inability of the 
court to secure the services ot enough 
marshals or for any other reason so 
hat the power of the court would be- 
come nullified there is ample author- 
ty for the sending of troops into Ken 
tucky. 
A United States statute pro 


vicles that in cases of this kind where 
the attitude of the people towards the 
mandates ot the court assumes pro 
portions of a rebellion against feder 
al authority, federal troops may be 
used to bring about a condition in 
which the orders of the- court will b 
respected. 
In the case of any orclin

movement of the mails, or with inter 
state commerce the power of th 
state for the enforcement of law am 
order being shown to be powerless tc 
control conditions, troops might b 
sent into the state.

The Railroads Will Submit 


Plans and Estimates 


of Expense. 


Members ot the board of public 


works with the • mayor, city attorney 
and civil engineer fixed a conference 
for this afternoon at which it was 
planned to confirm the resolution for 
track clpvatioa and make it ready to 
go to the city council for confirma- 
tion. There have been some minor 
technical alterations and the resolu- 
tion calls for a general scheme of rais- 
ing tracks but for the present only 
Calhoun street will be Included for 
the Wabash and Pennsylvania and 
Falrfleld avenue for the latter. 


This follows the conference of yes- 


terday 
afternoon 'at which Mayor 


Hosey declared that with his consent 
the city will not contribute one cent 
to the cost of raisins the tracks at 
any other point than the crossings 
proper taking the position that work 
done between the streets will im- 
prove the property of the companies 
and they should not expect the city 
to pay any portion of it. 


The next step Is for the railroad 


companies to furnish plans and esti- 
mates and in event they fail to do 
this within thirty days the city is 
empowered under the law to make 
plans and go ahead with the work. 
Both the mayor and the members of 
the board of public works impressed 
upon 
the 
railroad 
representatives 


that they would not -consider the divi- 
sion of costs on a basis of 25 and 75 
per cent, hut stated that they would 
construe the present law liberally and 
might shoulder some 
fixed 
charges 


that would make it less burdensome 
for the companies. 


Handicap* Pointed Out. 


Mr. Hoscy pointed out that the value 


of the railroad property 
would be 


greatly enhanced by the abolition of 
the crossings and said that 
if the 


strict letter of the law were enforced 
at Calhoun streets and arrests made 
where crossings are held by 
train 


crews It would be a serious handicap 
for the roads. 
He said that it fre- 


quently 
happens that houses 
are 


burned down because the 
fire 
ap- 


paratus is held at railroad crossings 
and that the railroads do day in <and 
day out things that the law would not 
permit them to do if it was enforced. 
It would be a relief, he said, to get rid 
of this and an improvement beyond 
the cost.

Proposition Rejected. 


Judge Zollars bluntly asked that the 


city define its position and say wheth- 
er or not it would consider the propo- 
sition submitted by the Pennsylvania 
and Wabash companies. Mr. Lennon 
and City Attorney Colerick told him 
as bluntly that it would not and that 


"Which of the countries visited

nies to blush at the comparison that 
he must make between that system 
and our own.

their tenure of office is for life and 
they can only be removed by act of 
parliament. The result Is a judiciary 
always and everywhere above 
re- 


proach or criticism. From one end of 
Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand 
to the other we never heard a word 
ot adverse criticism spoken 
against 


any wearer of the ermine. So much 
for the judiciary. 


"Next, we come to consider govern- 


ment ownership of public utilities,— 
and that is complete.

Among 
he New Zealanders with whom I con- 
rcrsed were not a few high-grade, 
ong-headed men of affairs who, while 
admitting the truth of all that has 
been said above, declare that this 
Utopian dream is to have an early and 
a rude awakening. They point to the

A few days before Christmas Mr. 


Collier, who is one of Dr. Clemens' 
closest friends, confided to members 
of the humorist's household the infor- 
mation that upon a recent visit to 
Redding he had come to the conclu- 
sion that the only thing lacking to 
make tbe appointments of the grounds 
about "Innocence at Home" complete 
was an elephant, and that he had ar- 
ranged to send Mr. Clemens an ele- 
phant for u Christmas gift. 


Warns of Gift's Coming. 


He had intended, Mr. Collier wrote, 


to have the arrival of the huge beast 


complete surprise to every one, but 


the fact that the elephant had only 
just come from India and would re- 
quire careful housing and treatment 
until it became acclimated before be- 
ing permitted to roam at large over 
Dr. Clemens' estate, 
would necessi- 


tate preparations for the reception 
of the creature that would preclude 
the possibility of a complete surprise. 


"Innocence at Home" was planned 


as a home for a quiet little household, 
and absolutely no provision had been 
made by the architects or by anyone, 
else to accommodate an elephant, and 
there was immediate consternation at 
the news of the gift. Mr. Collier was 
so old and dear a friend of Mr. Clem- 
ens and he was apparently so earn- 
est in his belief that an elephant was 
the one thing needed to complete the 
c'funestic happiness of the Redding 
home that he could not be told that 
his gift would be unwelcome. 


Get House and Trainer. 


The garage was decided to be the 


only place on the grounds that would 
do for an elephant-house, and tho au- 
tomobile was moved out and stored 
elsewhere. 
The next day a huge load 


of hay arrived. 
"Mr. Collier ordered 


it; it's for the elephant," said the man 
who brought the hay, and he was told 
to stack it outside the garage.

As Revenue Feature Tax on 


Cotton and Cotton 


Goods Urged. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The house 


ways and means committee, which is 
charged with the duty of framing a 
revised tariff bill, has received numer- 
ous suggestions and plans in connec- 
tion with its work. These have come 
from manufacturers, importers and 
others who are interested in the tariff 
and who have either appeared before 
the committee in person at the hear- 
ings or have filed briefs' with the tar- 
iff framers. 


A suggestion made by one of the 


witnesses who appeared before the 
committee was to the effect that a 
way out of the tariff difficulty could 
be found by copying the law recently 
enacted in Great Britain, which makes 
it necessary for all patented articles 
for consumption there to be mnnu- 
actured in that country. Representa- 
ive Boutell, of Illinois, is interested 
n this suggestion and other members 
of the committee may look into' the 
merits of the idea. 


Revenue Feature Important. 


As the revenue feature will be one 


of the most Important considerations 
n connection with the framing of 
the new tariff bill, a suggestion sub- 
mitted to the committee proposing an 
export tax on 
cotton 
and cotton 


joods is interesting. 
This was made 


in one of the briefs submitted to the 
tariff framers, but it is not likely to 
receive consideration at this time. 


Claiming that a reduction in the 


duty on laces from the present rate 
of 60 per cent, ad valorem, to 20 per 
cent, would greatly increase the reve- 
nue of the government, I. A. Lahey & 
Sons, of New York, suggested a novel 
method by which this reduction could 
be made BO that holders of stocks 
here would not sustain heavy losses. 
They propose that the duty be re- 
duced 5 per cent, semi-annually. 
A 


petition signed by nearly two hundred 
manufacturers of women's and chil- 
dren's garments in which laces and 
embroideries arc used, asking for a 
reduction in the duties on those arti- 


cles, has been filed with the commit- 


;e. 


Free Coal and Free Hides. 


"Free coal," and "free hides" 
are 


among the changes for which there 
has boeu the greatest demand. There 
promises, in fact, to be a lively dis- 
cussion between the members of tlio 
sub-committee that is working on the 
new bill, when the coal and hides 
schedules are reached. A West Vir- 
ginia coal company lias entered a 
strong protest against the free entry 
of coal unless a, similar concession is 
obtained from Canada, claiming that 
Canada derives five times as much 
revenue from 
its 
importations of 


American bituminous coal than that 
received by this country from its im- 
portation of coal, although it is claim- 
ed there were five times as much 
American coal sold in Canada as there 
was Canadian coal sold in this coun- 
try during 1907. 


Can Stand a Reduction. 


There has been a persistent rumor 


around tlio committee room to the 
effect that the new bill will put bides 
on tho free list and provide for a sub- 
stantial reduction in the duties on 
shoos and leather products. Several 
manufacturers 
have 
testified 
that 


they could stand a slight reduction 
in the tariff on their products. 


R. H. Long, a shoe manufacturer of. 


South Framingham, Mass., has writ- 
ten to the committee admitting that 
a duty of 20 per cent, would serve to 
protect the American industry on con- 
dition that hides are put on the free 
list, claiming that it would bo neces- 
sary for the American manufacturer 
to establish factories abroad in order 
to get. the advantage of the cheaper 
cost of labor.

One of the most animated discus- 


sions of the evening arose over the 
proposition to amend the constitution 
of the Federation so as to permit the 
publication of a complete history of 
the union labor movement in Fort 
Wayne, the expenses to be borne by 
advertisements and gifts from friends 
of union labor, the publication to ap- 
pear not less than once a year. In 
the discussion it developed that a sim- 
ilar practice some years ngo resulted 
In serious division of sentiment con- 
cerning the publication and it was nec- 
essary to drop the project and when 
this became known at the meeting 
last night the proposition to amend 
the constitution was voted down. 


Chairman Edward Miller, 
of the 


committee on legislation, offered three 
resolutions asking for legislation. One 
wants a limit to the amount of Inter- 
est that may be charged on loans by 
"loan sharks;" another wants prohibi- 
tive laws on expectoration in factories 
and the adoption of the 
sanitation 


methods suggested by those who are 
making a crusade against the ravages 
of tuberculosis, and the third suggests 
the passage of a law to protect ap- 
prentices while learning a trade, giv- 
ing them a standing In court In the 
matter of collecting damages for in- 
juries sustained while at work. These 
resolutions were referred to the legis- 
lative committee. 


A resolution commending .the city 


administration for raising the salary 
of Charles Steiss, deputy city comp- 
troller, and another one giving the en- 
dorsement of the Fort Wayne Federa- 
.ion of Labor to the candidacy of Hen- 
ry C. Lehnert for doorkeeper at the 
coming session of the Indiana legisla- 
ture were adopted. 


At the last meeting of the Federa- 


tion the matter of asking for 
the 


mactment of a law compelling arbi- 
tration of labor troubles by a properly 
appointed board was brought before 
the body. Before proceeding it was 
decided to ascertain the attitude of 
:he American Federation of Labor on 
the proposition and letters were ex- 
changed. A letter was read last night 
from Samuel Gompers in which It was 
clearly shown that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is decidedly opposed 
to any stand for compulsory arbitra- 
tion, though favoring voluntary arbi- 
tration in settling labor troubles. The 
communications were referred to the 
legislative committee for their guid- 
ance. 


Action on the controversy over the 


use of the union stamp was deferred 
for a period of two weeks, pending a 
prospective settlement of the question. 
This action on the part of the Federa- 
tion was the result of the receipt of 
letters from the American Federation, 
from the Boot and Shoe Workers' un- 
ion and from the Douglas Shoe com- 
pany, which were read at the meeting 
last evening.
